"Drainage — During 
the 
period 
mentioned, nearly six miles of ditches 
have been dug or cleaned out. A large 
slough running through the western 
part of town has been entirely drain­ 
ed and five pipe culverts put In at the 
street crossings of the ditch. 
Several 
other sloughs running through vari­ 
ous parts of Bryan have been ren­ 
dered innocuous from 
a 
mosquito- 
breeding standpoint.- 
“Oiling—Approximately 50 barrels 
of oil have been used in oiling pools, 
streams, ditches and similar natural 
breeding places. 
This work Is done 
once a week and has been so effective 
that it is virtually impossible to find 
mosquito larvae of any kind in such 
former breeding places. 
Fish 
Control—Gambusia 
af finis,, 
the llarva-destroying top minnow has 
been used extensively in the cam­ 
paign. To date, 123 wells and under­ 
ground cisterns have 
been 
stocked 
with them, as well as several pools 
and tanks. 
A supply of Gambusia is 
kept on hand and wells and cisterns 
are stocked as circumstances demand. 
"Complaint Bureau—During the pe­ 
riod under 
consideration, 
approxi­ 
mately 150 complaints of annoyance 
by mosquitoes have been received and 
disposed of. 
In virtually every case 
the source of breeding was found to 
be within a block or two of the origin 
of the complaint and in about half of 
the cases the complainant was him­ 
self found to be raising the mos­ 
quitoes. 
Almost without 
exception, 
the mosquitoes were 
found 
to 
be 
Culex and wore breeding in out-of- 
the-way places about homes, such as 
boxes of tin cans, 
cisterns, 
wells, 
tubs and barrels 
of 
water, 
pools 
caused by bathroom and kitchen sink 
discharges and leaky pipes, water 
troughs, cesspools, etc. 
“Co-operation by Citizens—When 
the campaign opened last spring care­ 
ful inspection of premises revealed 
the fact that taking the population as 
a whole, actual or potential mosquito 
breeding-places existed in from 70 to 
80 per cent of the homes in Bryan. At 
the present time, repeated inspections 
indicate that actual or potential mos­ 
quito breeding places do not exist in 
more than IO to 20 per cent of the 
homes, if as many. Many housewives 
have adopted a suggestion that they 
themselves personify inspect their 
own premises once a week, and many 
more probably will do so. 
“Absence of Anopheles Mosquitoes 
—The test of the efficiency 
of 
the 
ibove measures, from a public point 
of view, of course, is the presence or 
absence of anopheles mosquitoes in 
the area under control. 
It 
may be 
stated at once that the campaign has 
resulted in the almost complete elim­ 
ination of the anopheles in the area 
worked, although they are to be found 
in abundance outside 
of 
this area, 
notably in the vicinity of the two rec­ 
reation lakes a couple of miles south 
of Bryan. 
“Future Prospects—It is believed 
that the campaign already has dem­ 
onstrated that both malaria and mos­ 
quitoes can be virtually eradicated in 
the average town. 
It has already 
ie approbation of the great loa­ 
the citizens of Bryan, and 
co-operation is increasing 
Iii proportion us this takes 
n better results than Htre- 
be obtained.
